Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative likes to point out that Mattson does not 
teach a separate cache from a slow memory and that the present invention cache determination is not about predicting 
branch instruction. Examiner stated that the claim is not providing sufficient specifics to enable another way of 
interpretating the claims as had been profenred in the counter arguments in the Final Action. Applicant proposed some 
changes to the claim as to evidence a different physical cache and to help preclude the branch prediction interpretation 
as has been perceived from the Office Action.
